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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Regarding an argument in a previous telephone interview with Applicant's representative, Alan Rego (Reg. No. 45,956), that the 
amendment simply replaces unaccepted language with suitable language, therefore, does not raises new issues, Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Regarding claim 1, if new language "in response to the generalized request" is equivalent to old language "without user 
intervention", then the system in general or the generalized request in particular is not based on any user intervention. If this assumption is 
true, it is unclear why claim 1 8 was recited with "wherein the generalized request is satisfied without multiple instances of user intervention" 
which suggests there is some user intervention existed. In short, claiming with or without user intervention is only directed to claiming 
whether the system/process involves any user intervention. 

The newly added limitation "in response to the generalized request" as recited in claims 1 and 18 changes the scope of the claimed 
invention by reciting the combination of accessing data from the general ledger database, storing the accessed data in staging table, and 
accessing/returning data from the staging table to the report object in response to one generalized request. Therefore, the proposed 
amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

Request for reconsideration has been fully considered. However, the proposed amendment can not be entered because it fails to place this 
application in condition for allowance. While amended independent claims 1 and 18 are effective to overcome the cited references, 
Amendments to independent claim 21 are not effective to overcome the cited references since it claims only accessing data from a staging 
table that stores data from general ledger database in response to a request. As a result, the proposed amendment would not be entered. 
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
